. wrongfuNy.accufed, whom impious Greatneſs would have to 
be oppreſs'd, with any-Haughtineſs of Behaviour, or Inyectiye 
Inſolence of Speech; He knows, that ſuch a Demeanor will 
ſhe w, before the Eyes of ſuch a Judge, either an Ignorance of

Archilachus a Greek Poet, was ſo famous, or rather infa- - 
mous in this Way, that he was called The Torrent of Slander. 
He wrote ſo virulent a Lampoon upon one Lycambus, who 
had promiſed that Poet his Daughter in Marriage, and after- 
wards broke his Word, that he hang'd himſelf. This Wri- 
ter was of a Lewd and a Licentious Life; He was like Envy, 
who is ſaid, when ſhe is incapable of puniſhing others, to take 
2 Pleaſure in tormenting herſelf. So he, when he had no- 

dody elſe to fall upon, and ſatisfy his Spirit of finding Fault, 
wrote a Satyr againft his own Vices; and it was as great a 
Pity that when he did it, it ſhould not have bad the ſame 
Effect upon him alter wards, that it, had before upon Lycam- 
bus; as it was a Pity, that whatever ſuch a Miſcreant could 
utter, ſhould affect with any Pain the Hearts of his Honeft 
Cotemporaries whom he abuſed. 

Aretia was as Wicked, and as Lewd a Man, as the for- 
mer; and yet he boaſts, That he laid all the Great Men of 
his Age, and even Sovereign Princes themſelyes, under 
Contribution, to bribe him to lay a reſtraint upon this Un- 
lucky Talent. And yet this Aretin too, was as laviſh of his 
Praiſes. In his fulſome Epiſtles which he writes to Generals 
of Armies, Cardinals, Princes, and Kings, his Applauſes 
are all Hyperbales, and his Flatteries are ſtrain'd and extrava- 
gant.

Thouſands, and the Means wherewith he is fur- 
niſh'd to do Good to Mankind, are ſo nume- 
rous and conſiderable, that one would be al- 
moſt tempted to imagine, that it muſt proceed 
from a Natural Prepenſion to Wickednefs, if fuck 
a one fail'd of gaining the Affections of the Gene 
rality of his Fellow- Subjects. | 

But the narrow contracted Views of moſt 
publick Miniſters ia former Times, have heen 
the ſole Occaſion of their Miſcarriage in this 
Point. They were wont to conſider themſelves 
s the Miniſter of their Prince only, and that 
for their own Sakes ; and as if they had no other 
Relation to the People, than for the Sake of what 
they drew from their Wealth and Contrihutions, _ 
to ſupport their own Grandeur and Luxury. 
Their whole Study was accordingly reſolved in- 
to the ſingle Point of endeavouring to ſupport 
themſelves at. all Hazards, in the Power of an- 
ſwering theſe Views.

tinuance in Power, he deſired his Sovereign to 
diſmiſs him from his great Imploymeats, and 
to ſaffer him to retire, at leaſt 'till the Preju- 
dices conceived againſt him ſhould ' ſubſide :
